Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967® 

I do  not  think  that  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  make  any  special  comment 
upon  any  of  the  tables  or  statistics  which  it  contains.  It  will  be  seen  that 
1967  was  a healthy  year  in  this  Rural  District  and  our  figures  compare  very 
favourably  with  those  of  the  whole  country. 

There  have  recently  been  published  two  important  papers  which  may 
well  have  a great  influence  on  the  future  of  the  Local  Authority  Health  Service 
and  the  National  Health  Service.  I refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Seebohm 
Committee  on  Local  Authority  and  Allied  Personal  Health  Services,  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  Green  Paper  on  the  Administrative  Structure  of  the  Medical 
and  Related  Services  in  England  and  Wales.  It  would  of  course  be  impossible 
to  give  a summary  of  either  of  these  two  lengthy  documents,  but  I will  try 
to  draw  your  attention  to  one  or  two  of  the  more  importants  points. 

In  the  Seebohm  Report  it  is  recommended  that  a new  local  authority 
statutory  Social  Service  department  should  be  established  which  would  absorb 
the  present  Children's  and  Welfare  departments,  and  the  Mental  health  and 
Home  help  sections  of,  in  our  cases  the  County  Council.  Social  workers  from 
these  new  social  service  departments  could  be  attached  to  Local  Authority 
Housing  departments  to  help  with  social  problems  amongst  council  tenants. 

Housing  authorities  should  be  responsible  for  providing  accommodation  for 
homeless  people.  Local  Housing  Authorities  must,  says  the  Report  become  actively 
involved  in  the  total  housing  problems  of  their  areas,  and  greater  attention 
must  be  paid  by  them  to  families  in  greatest  need. 

The  Ministry  of  Health's  Green  Paper  relates  to  the  administrative 
structure  of  the  National  Health  Service  medical  and  related  services  in  England 
an^Vales^  The  idea  of  having  area  health  boards,  as  suggested  in  ths^giSSfiflfe&jjL 
report  so  that  there  will  no  longer  be  three  divisions  of  the  Health  Service 
is  put  forward. 

It  has  been  recognised  for  some  time  that  the  tripartite  system  in 
which  the  Hospitals,  General  Practitioner  services  and  local  Health  Services 
are  organised  by  three  separate  bodies  is  unwieldly  and  uneconomic.  The 
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existing  system  in  England  and  Wales  involves  an  administrative  structure  of 
700  separate  authorities,  15  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  330  Hospital  Management 
Committees,  36  Boards  of  Governors  for  Teaching  Hospitals,  134  Executive 
Councils  and  175  major  local  authorities.  All  of  these  vary  widely  in  size 
and  resources.  In  their  place  it  is  proposed  to  establish  an  Area  Authority 
for  Health  Services  which  would  assume  responsibility  for  the  work 'at  present 
carried  on  by  the  authorities  listed  above.  It  is  thought  that  there  would  be 
about  40  to  50  Area  Boards.  Members  would  include  persons  nominated  by  local 
authorities.  It  would  of  course  be  necessary  to  await  the  report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Local  Government  before  plans  could  be  finalised,  but  if  the 
change  suggested  do  come  about  it  may  mean  the  end  of  the  association  of 
Public  Health  with  local  Government,  an  association  which  has  gone  on  for  a 
century  and  a quarter.  Many  would  regret  this,  but  there  will  invariably  be 
much  discussion  before  any  changes  are  made.  New  legislation  would  al  so  be 
necessary. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support  during  the  past  year. 

I must  also  thank  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  department  for 
the  very  conscientious  and  enthusiastic  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out 
their  duties.
